Latvia. In 1936 in Berlin he had taken part in the Olympics in the 
so-called "Youth Sport 1st Group”. (While there the subject was sus- 
pected of having misappropriated funds.) At the present time subject 
allegedly resides at 2801 Connecticut Avenue, NW, Washington, D.C. 

Since 1952 there appeared advertisements in various Latvian newspapers 
to the effect that subject is employed by the American Security and 
Trust Company, Pennsylvania Avenue and l$th Street, NVJ , Washington, D.C. 



There are rumors circulating among 
Latvians in Detroit that tbs subject had attended some sort of an ODEMVX 
school and upon graduation had been assigned to Washington, D.C., 
allegedly in the service of ODEWVY.
